Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  annual  health 
report  for  1969,  together  with  the  vital  statistics  relative  to  the  period. 


The  population  has  increased  by  80  and  stands  at  35,660. 

The  number  of  births  has  decreased:  by  57  from  655  in  1968  to  598. 


The  number  of  infant  deaths  is  8  compared  with  13  in  1968.  The 
analysis  of  infant  deaths  is  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  was  Nil. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  is  394,  and  the  natural 
increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  20 4. 


During  the  year  no  persons  suffered  from  poliomyelitis. 


For  twenty-one  years  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria. 

1969  was  not  the  epidemic  year  for  measles  and  15  cases  in  all  were 
notified  compared  with  402  the  year  before.  In  the  spring  of  1968  a  campaign  was 
launched  to  vaccinate  children  against  measles,  but  this  was  too  late  to  prevent  an 
epidemic  in  that  year,  although  some  children  must  have  been  spared  the  unpleasant 
experience.  In  1969  measles  vaccine  became  in  short  supply  due  to  withdrawal  of 
the  products  of  one  producer,  so  that  the  campaign  for  the  vaccination  of  the 
population  of  children  has  faltered,  although  this  will  no  doubt  continue  when 
supplies  are  again  adequate. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  is  21  in  1969  compared 
with  24  in  1968.  Eighteen  of  these  deaths  were  men,  and  nine  of  them  were  under 
sixty-five.  The  series  of  five-yearly  averages  in  the  body  of  the  report  show 
that  this  scourge  has  been  increasing  over  the  years. 


Infective  hepatitis  became  a  disease  notifiable  to  the  Council  from 
June,  1968.  During  the  year  1969  ten  cases  were  notified. 


The  report  includes  information  on  the  Health  Services  provided  in 
the  area  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council,  and  for  this  information  I  am 
indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 


I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
staff  of  the  Department  for  their  loyal  and  generous  assistance,  to  the  Officers 
of  other  Departments  for  their  help  and  cooperation,  and  to  the  Council  for  their 
support  and  encouragement.

The  County  Council  provide  sessions  for  exfoliative  cytology  at  the 
Pelham  Street  Clinic.  This  is  a  vitally  important  service  which  entails  the 
examination  of  women  for  an  easily  detected  known  form  of  cancer*  viz.  cancer 
of  the  neck  of  the  womb.  This  cancer  can,  of  course,  be  easily  eradicated  and 
cured  in  its  early  stages,  and  the  examination  is  simplicity  itself,  and  consists 
in  taking  a  slight  swab  from  the  neck  of  the  womb  and  transferring  it  to  a 
microscope  slide  and  examining  the  slide  for  cancerous  cells. 

Women  who  have  had  operations  for  early  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb 
are  alive  to-day  more  than  ten  years  after  the  date  of  their  operation.  It  is 
Important  to  stress  this.  We  only  hear  of  deaths  from  cancer,  never  about  those 
who  have  had  the  operation  and  live  normal  healthy  lives  thereafter. 

During  1969  573  women  attended  the  clinic. 

I  wish  to  advise  all  women  to  attend  this  clinic,  more  particularly 
those  over  thirty-five  years  of  age,  unless,  of  course,  this  service  has  been 
obtained  elsewhere.

Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
and  are  controlled  from  County  Ambulance  Control  in  County  Hall,  West  Bridgford, 
Nottingham. 

Worksop  station  is  self-contained  and  controls  its  own  vehicles  in 
co-operation  with  the  rest  of  the  County. 

The  station  is  manned  by  one  superintendent,  23  men  and  a  control 
assistant. 


Vehicles  comprise  three  ambulances,  one  large  dual  purpose  ambulance  to 
carry  10  people,  and  two  small  dual  purpose  vehicles  to  carry  7  people.  One 
reserve  ambulance  is  kept  at  the  station  In  case  of  break-down,  or  to  replace 
an  ambulance  undergoing  repairs.

Health  visitors  are  State  Registered  Nurses  with  knowledge  of  midwifery* 
who  have  attended  a  whole-time  course  in  Public  Health  work  and  received  the 
Health  Visitor's  Certificate,,  Their  duties  are  in  respect  of  the  Personal 
Health  Services.  They  work  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  do 
routine  visiting  of  their  districts,  advising  on  prevention  of  illness  and 
maintenance  of  health,, 


School  Health  Service 


The  School  Health  Service  (known  as  the  School  Medical  Service  until  19^5) 
started  officially  in  1908,  but  its  growth  was  greatly  increased  by  the  Education 
Act  of  i944»  and  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  191+6, 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Education  Authority,  is  responsible  for  the 
School  Health  Service. 

The  School  Health  Service  includes  dentistry.  This  service  is  provided  in 
a  dental  clinic  at  Watson  Road,  Worksop,  by  appointment. 


Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  provides  domestic  help  to  necessitous  cases,  either 
full  or  part“time. 

These  may  iacludes*= 

Maternity  eases. 

Mothers  of  young  children  where  some  help  is  recommended  by  the 
doctor. 

Cases  of  illness  where  no  other  help  is  available. 

The  aged  and  infirm. 

These  Home  Helps  do  cleaning,  plain  cooking,  shopping,  etc,,  but  not 
nursing,  A  recommendation  from  the  doctor  or  nurse  is  necessary, 

A  householder  is  required  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  6/ 6i,  per  hour  unless 
unable  to  do  so,  when  the  rate  of  payment  is  determined  by  applying  the  County 
Council's  Scale  of  Assistance,  Payments  for  the  service  are  made  to  the  County 
Treasurer,  and  not  to  the  Home  Help,  The  Home  Helps  receive  a  weekly  wage  from 
the  County  Council,  They  make  their  own  provision  for  meals. 

The  County  Council  employ  an  Organiser  for  the  district,  and  any  further 
information  regarding  the  Home  Help  Service  may  be  obtained  from  her  at

During  the  year,  as  reported  in  the  1968  report,  work  commenced  on  the 
conversion  of  two  semi-detached  houses  (Nos.  55  and  57  Eastgate)  subject  to 
Closing  Orders.  By  December,  1969,  with  the  aid  of  grants,  the  new  owner  converted 
these  houses  into  one  modern  dwelling  complete  with  all  amenities  and  central 
heating.  The  Closing  Orders  were  rescinded. 

No.  56  Netherton  Road,  a  terrace  house,  was  also  reconditioned  and  the 
Closing  Order  rescinded.

Rehousing  of  tenants  continued  throughout  the  year  and  some  demolition 

was  started. 


By  the  end  of  1969,  a  further  28  tenants  had  been  rehoused,  3  tenants  or 
owner/ occupiers  had  found  their  own  accommodation  and  9i  houses  were  demolished. 


Housing  Aeta  1969 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  25th  August0  1969, 

It  introduced  (1)  additional  standards  relative  to  unfitness  of 
houses,  (2)  qualification  certificates  for  the  conversion  of  controlled 
tenancies  into  regulated  tenancies  and  the  registration  of  fair  rents  (3) 
improved  monetary  grants  for  the  improvements  of  houses  and  (1+)  the  creation  of 
General  Improvement  Areas. 

With  reference  to  the  Abbey  Street/Lowtown  Street/Vernon  Street/ 

Aldred  Street/Cheapside  area  mentioned  in  the  1968  report,  a  meeting  was  held  later 
in  1969  with  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Regional  Office 
and  the  County  Planning  Officer. 

Agreement  was  reached  on  the  idea  of  creating  a  General  Improvement  Area, 
and  on  the  suggestion  of  the  County  Planning  Officer,  the  survey  area  was  extended  into 
Clinton  Street  and  part  of  Netherton  Road. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  should  conduct  a 
further  survey  as  a  feasibility  study.  After  further  discussions  of  officers  on  the 
facts  of  the  survey,  it  was  hoped  to  present  a  report  to  the  Housing  Committee  early  in 
1970  leading  to  the  declaration  of  a  General  Improvement  Area.

Inspections  of  houses  in  connection  with  applications  for  improvement, 
grants  are  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  the  Borough  Engineer's  Department. 
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The  inspections  are  made  to  ascertain  that  the  houses  concerned  are  fit 
for  human  habitation,  having  regard  to  the  standard  laid  down  in  Section  U  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957»  and  that  they  are  likely  to  remain  in  that  condition  and  avail" 
able  for  use  as  a  dwelling  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  15  years  in  regard  to 
Standard  Grant  applications,  and  30  years  in  regard  to  Discretionary  Grant 
applications* 


The  Health  Department  collaborates  with  the  Engineer’s  Department  in 
giving  advice  to  applicants  on  the  most  suitable  method  of  improving  such  houses., 
and  also  prepares  lists  of  defects  which  will  be  required  to  be  carried  out  by 
the  applicants  to  make  the  houses  fit  in  accordance  with  the  above  standard*

Of  the  20  tenanted  dwellings  not  up  to  Full  Standards  applications  for 
improvement  grants  were  approved  late  in  1969  for  six  of  these*  but  work  had  not 
commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year*  In  the  case  of  one  other  dwelling,  a  builder  had

orders  for  the  work®  but  owing  to  the  serious  illness  of  the  tenant  it  was 
impossible  to  commence. 

The  remaining  tenanted  homes  not  up  to  the  full  standard  of 
improvement  are  the  subject  of  Suspended  Improvement  Grant  Notices®  which  do 
not  expire  until  3rd  October®  1 971 •  The  tenants  of  these  houses  did  not  agree 
to  having  their  houses  improved,  and  the  position  of  these  dwellings  will  have 
to  be  reconsidered  after  i97l. 

Three  of  the  tenants  did®  however®  change  their  minds  and  wished  to 
have  the  necessary  improvements.  Applications  by  the  owner  of  the  houses  for 
improvement  grants  have  been  approved®  and  it  is  expected  the  necessary  work  will 
commence  shortly. 

The  owner/ occupiers  of  the  11  houses  still  not  fully  improved  have 
been  informed  that  grants  are  available  to  improve  these  houses. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair  -  Rent  Act®  1957 

The  initial  impact  of  the  Act  has  diminished  in  recent  years®  and  the 
somewhat  complicated  method  of  obtaining  a  rent  reduction  where  housing  defects 
exist®  has  been  less  often  resorted  to  in  recent  years.  This  trend  continued

No,  87  Lowtown  Street  is  registered  under  the  Public  Health  Act®  1 9.36 
as  a  Common  Lodging  House,  Having  nine  dormitories  and  a  common  room®  It  is 
registered  to  lodge  <49  men®  but  for  many  years  far  fewer  than  this  number  have  bee.?, 
accommodated.  By  the  year  end  only  7  men  were  in  residence.  No  itinerants  or 
casuals  are  now  accepted  and  when  inspected  the  premises  have  always  been  clean  and 
the  business  well  conducted. 
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At  present  the  future  of  the  lodging  house  is  uncertain  owing  to  its 
inclusion  in  a  possible  General  Improvement  Area  and  to  the  near  retirement  of 
the  keeper.

Garside  Street  Site 

Following  the  trend  of  the  previous  year  an  increasing  number  of 
vacancies  occurred  at  the  municipal  site9  amounting  at  one  stage  to  no  less  than 
25%  of  the  total  complement.  By  the  year  end,  however,  the  level  of  new  entrants 
had  risen  over  the  departures,  and  the  number  of  vacancies  became  stabilised  at 
around  10% 


That  vacancies  existed  did  not  mean  that  there  was  arty  less  need  for  the 
site*  for  during  the  year  3i  new  tenancies  were  granted  and  many  more  applications 
were  received.  With  the  availability  of  other  forms  of  housings,  many  long- established 
tenants  were  offered  flats  and  houses. 

The  site  continued  to  function  as  temporary  accommodation  for  persons 
seeking  an  independent  mode  of  livings  as  a  foothold  for  new  arrivals  to  the  town,  and 
as  a  supplement  to  the  Councils  ground  floor  accommodation  for  the  elderly  or  infirm. 


Housing  Applications 

A  total  of  nZj.  applications  for  rehousing  were  passed  to  the  Health 
Department  for  investigation.  Each  of  these  was  accompanied  by  a  medical 
certificate  recommending  priority  rehousing  or  a  transfer  from  one  Council  letting 
to  another.  Each  case  was  investigated  and  a  report  made  to  the  Estates  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee. 

The  applications  were  fors- 

1  o  Aged  persons8  bungalows  or  ground  floor  accommodation 

Three  were  for  "A"  list  priority.  This  would  give  them  first  priority 
over  all  other  cases,  irrespective  of  their  position  on  the  waiting  list.  Two 
cases  were  given  this  priority.,  the  third  did  not  qualify. 

Thirty-one  applications  were  judged  as  being  suitable  for  the  medical 
"B"  list,  which  gives  the  applicants  a  measure  of  priority  over .non-medical  cases. 

Eight  applications  were  not  recommended,  either  because  the  medical 
circumstances  did  not  warrant  it,  or  because  the  applicants  had  not  reached  the 
stipulated  age. 
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2.  Priority  rehousing  to  Council  Accommodation 


Fifty-two  families  applied  for  priority  rehousing  to  cut  down  their 
waiting  period  for  Council  accommodation,, 

On  purely  medical  grounds,  twelve  were  recommended  and  twenty-four 
were  not.  Five  families  were  rehoused  after  their  houses  were  made  the  subject 
of  Closing  °rders  under  the  Housing  Act,  Eleven  families  complained  of  over¬ 
crowding,  but  only  three  were  recommended  for  rehousing.  Of  the  remainder,  six 
were  not  legally  overcrowded,  and  in  two  cases  the  overcrowding  was  so  obviously 
self-inflicted  that  it  was  considered  inadvisable  to  rehouse.

Tuberculosis 

One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a  bullock  was  discovered  during  the 
year  and  was  reported  to  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  necessary  investigation  in  connection  with  the  Attested  Herd 
Scheme  for  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis. 

This  was  the  first  case  of  tuberculosis  to  be  found  in  a  bovine  animal 
slaughtered  in  Worksop  since  1962. 
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Cysticercus  Bovis 


As  last  year,  only  one  animal  was  found  to  be  affected  with  viable 
cysticercus  bovis. 

In  accordance  with  the  meat  inspection  procedure  set  out  in  Circular 
FSH/30/66  diagnosis  of  infestation  with  cysticercus  bovis  is  only  made  when  a 
viable  or  caseous  cyst  is  detected.  The  one  carcase  affected  was  submitted  for 
treatment  by  refrigeration  before  being  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption. 


Slaughterhouses 

The  Central  Avenue  abattoir,  operated  by  a  group  of  local  butchers,, 
ceased  to  operate  after  7th  October,,  1969. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  therefore,,  two  private  slaughterhouses 
remained  in  use  in  the  Borough.  These  are  considered  adequate  to  provide  the 
necessary  slaughtering  facilities  for  the  district.  Meat  traders  in  the  town 
are  amply  catered  for*  either  from  their  own  private  abattoirs  or  from  nearby  centres 
outside  the  Borough. 

The  conditions  in  the  three  slaughterhouses  were  satisfactory  during  the 

year. 


The  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations,,  1969 

These  regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  Novemberp  1969* 

They  supersede  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,,  i960. 

The  regulations  require  (a)  all  knacker  meat,  (b)  meat  (other  than  the 
meat  of  a  rabbit  or  hare)  which  is  imported  otherwise  than  for  human  consumption, 
(c)  all  butchers1  meat  or  imported  meat  which  in  either  case  is  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  to  be  sterilized  before  entering  the  chain  of  distribution. 

Procedures  are  laid  down  for  the  controlled  movement  of  such  meat  between 
slaughterhouses  and  sterilization  plants,  and  for  the  use  of  locked  and  marked 
containers  or  vehicles  for  this  purpose.  Records  of  consignments  are  required  to 
be  kept  and  are  to  be  available  for  inspection  by  an  authorised  officer. 

These  procedures  were  discussed  and  arranged  with  the  local  slaughter¬ 
house  occupiers  and  the  transport  firms  involved. 

This  means  that  a  firmer  control  has  been  established  upon  meat  which  is 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  is  designed  to  allow  only  sterilized  meat,  i.e. 
steam  sterilized,  to  be  sold  as  pet  food. 


Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

The  Council  granted  19  licences  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  during  1969. 


Swine  Fever  Order,  1963 

Anthrax  Order,  1935. 

No  cases  of  swine  fever  or  anthrax  were  reported  during  the  year. 
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Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food)  Order,  l957o 

At  the  year's  end  one  pigkeeper  was  registered  to  operate  a  plant  for  the 
boiling  of  waste  food  under  the  above  Order.  During  the  year  one  other  person 
gave  up  his  business. 


FoodL' and  Mouth  Disease 

Fortunately  no  cases  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  were  reported  in  this  area. 
As  a  precautionary  measure,  however,  joint  consultations  were  made  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  as  to  the  best  method  of  disposing  of 
infected  carcases  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak.

The  recommended  standard  is  that  over  a  six-monthly  period  50%  of  a 
vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  I;  8 0%  into  Grade  I  or  II;  not  more 
than  20%  into  Grade  III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Both  the  manufacturers  from  whose  premises  samples  were  taken  were  able 
to  comply  with  this  standard. 


Food  and  Drugs  Actn  1955 

Unfit  food 

Complaints  are  received  periodically  from  customers  that  an  article  of 
food  has  been  found  when  opened  up  for  use  to  be  either  unfit  or  to  contain  some 
foreign  object  of  a  dangerous  or  repugnant  nature. 
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It  is  evident  that  the  comparatively  few  complaints  received  by  the 
Health  Department  represent  the  mere  tip  of  the  Iceburg,  as  most  complainants 
recall  previous  occasions  when  they  threw  food  away  or  returned  it  to  the  shop. 

This  hesitation  in  reporting  bad  food  to  the  Health  Department  stems 
less  from  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  customer  as  from  a  reluctance  to  be 
drawn  into  a  prosecution  with  the  possibility  of  being  asked  to  give  evidence  in 
court.  This  fear  is  quite  unnecessary,  as  in  deciding  what  action  to  take,  the 
Inspectors  are  largely  guided  by  the  customer's  own  wishes.  Most  complainants 
are  satisfied  by  an  assurance  that  their  complaint  will  be  dealt  with  in  a  manner 
likely  to  discourage  any  repetition  where  negligence  is  proved. 

When,  on  the  other  hand,  the  customer  asks  for  legal  action,  the  normal 
procedure  is  to  pass  the  complaint  on  to  the  Nottinghamshire  Coun^  Council  Food 
and  Drugs  Department  for  attention.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  then  give  any 
necessary  support  in  the  event  of  prosecution. 

One  such  case  was  reported  during  the  year.  This  concerned  a  bottle 
of  chicken  fillets  containing  glass  fragments.  The  product  was  of  foreign  origin 
and  in  consequence  no  legal  action  was  taken  against  the  producers. 

Tw#Xve  complaints  were  received  from  customers,  who  asked  for  informal 
action.  These  concerned:- 

1 •  Frosted  Sprouts 

Shopkeeper  cautioned  and  instructed  to  sort  out  unfit  sprouts  before 
offering  remainder  for  sale.  Refund  obtained. 

2.  Unfit  Tinned  Strawberries

Food  Sampling 

(1  )  By  Local  Authority 

Fifteen  food  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  The  majority  of  these  were  taken  in  the  course 
of  investigating  two  small  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  reported  from  adjoining 
authorities.  In  the  first  instance,  involving  a  salmonella  organism,  negative 
results  were  obtained.  The  second  outbreak,  arising  from  staph,  aureus,  is 
reported  elsewhere  in  this  report,

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Food  Hygiene 


In  view  of  events  which  took  place  shortly  after  the  publication  of  the 
1968  Annual  Report,  it  is  worthwhile  quoting  what  was  written  in  that  report  under 
the  heading  of  Food  Hygiene.  I  quotes-" 

"  ....  some  reliance  is  placed  on  complaints  from  customers,  who  draw  the  Department's 
attention  to  practices  which  seem  to  them  to  be  wrcng  or  blatantly  unhygienic. 

"While  some  of  these  are  all  too  apparent,  such  as  the  careless  transport 
of  meat  or  the  practice  of  smoking  while  serving  food,  it  is  often  the  less  noticeable 
offences  which  are  potentially  more  dangerous.  The  slow  cooling  of  meat  foods  and 


their  storage  in  warm  surroundings  can  give  rise  to  serious  gastric  upsets. 

Similarly  an  indifferent  attitude  to  personal  hygiene  can  result  in  the  transfer 
of  infections  through  the  medium  of  food.” 

Within  three  months  of  publication,  two  families  in  a  neighbouring 
district  became  ill  after  eating  pork  pies  made  in  the  Borough.  On  investigation 
the  most  likely  source  of  infection  was  found  to  be  a  superficial  sore  on  the  arm 
of  one  of  the  preparation  room  staff.  Because  of  the  slow  cooling  process,  and 
the  warm  atmosphere  in  which  the  pies  were  stored,  sufficient  toxin  was  produced  to 
bring  on  an  attack  of  acute  food  poisoning  in  the  consumers. 

After  ascertaining  how  the  trouble  arose,  speedy  action  was  taken  by 
the  management  to  improve  the  hygiene  in  the  factory,  and  to  alter  the  methods  of 
preparation,  cooling  and  storage.  Apart  from  minimising  the  risk  of  contamination, 
the  new  method  produced  a  marked  improvement  in  the  keeping  qualities  of  the  pies. 

During  the  investigation  other  pie  producers  were  visited,  and  a 
potential  danger  not  covered  by  the  existing  legislation  was  discovered.  This  was 
the  custom  of  bringing  warm  pies  directly  into  the  shop  for  sale  and  allowing  them 
to  cool  slowly  to  shop  temperature.  This  omission  may  be  covered  in  future  food 
hygiene  regulations. 


Dogs  in  Food  Shops 

In  addition  to  the  virus  of  rabies  (hydrophobia),  the  dog  is  known  to 
be  host  to  several  parasites  and  other  infections  transferable  to  man.  Its 
defaecating  and  urinating  habits  are  well  known  and  are  often  a  source  of  nuisance 
and  annoyance  to  the  pedestrian.  In  the  minds  of  most  people  "lamp-post11  and  "dog" 
are  complementary.  Floor  leveldisplays  in  food  shops  are,  therefore,  an  attraction 
for  dogs  not  under  control.  One  must  not  assume  that  a  dog  on  a  leash  is  "under 
control"  of  its  owner  for  it  has  been  observed  on  many  occasions  that  what  happens 
at  the  other  end  of  the  leash  goes  unnoticed  or  uncorrected. 

With  this  in  mind,  it  is  proper  that  responsible  people  should  consider 
the  prohibition  of  dogs  from  food  shops. 

Unfortunately,  it  is  found  that  shopkeepers  are  loth  to  offend  their 
customers  by  such  a  prohibition,  either  verbally  or  by  their  own  printed  notice  on 
the  shop  door. 


To  avoid  any  unpleasantness, nMfiy Medical  Officers  of  Health  have  now 
had  prohibition  notices  printed  with  their  signatures  appended. 

This  year  such  notices  were  produced  by  our  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  these  have  been  distributed  free  of  charge  to  the  food  trade  in  Worksop.  Any 
food  trade  shopkeeper  may  apply  to  the  Health  Department  if  he/ she  requires  such 
notices. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Section  16 

Three  premises  were  registered  under  the  above  section  of  the  Act  -  two 
for  the  cooking  of  chickens  and  one  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  the  storage  of  ice 
cream  intended  for  sale. 


Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations.  1 959 

During  the  year  7  applications  were  granted  under  the  above  Regulations  for 
the  registration  of  companies  as  milk  distributors.  The  applications  were  made  to  cover 
the  retail  sale  of  yogurt  which,  unlike  prepacket  cream,  is  not  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Regulations. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Two  volumetric  sulphur  dioxide  and  smoke  recording  instruments  are  in  use 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  atmospheric  pollution  in  Worksop.  One  instru- 
ment  is  sited  at  the  School  Clinic#  Watson  Road  (No.  7  Station)#  and  the  other  at 
the  Worksop  Rural  District  Council  Offices#  Carlton  Road  (No.  9  Station).

Smoke  and  Sulphur-Dioxide  Pollution  in  Worksop  in  1 969 


Smoke  _  Sulphur-Dioxide 
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The  results  show  the  usual  increase  in  air  pollution  during  the  winter 
months  due  mainly  to  the  large  increase  in  the  amounts  of  domestic  coal  being 
burned  during  such  periods0 

The  atmospheric  pollution  investigations  being  made  each  year  still 
indicate  that  the  main  source  of  air  pollution  in  Worksop  is  from  domestic  coal 
fires.  The  setting  up  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  the  Borough,  so  that  eventually 
the  whole  district  becomes  subject  to  smoke  control,  would  appear  to  be  the  only 
way  in  which  improvements  in  atmospheric  pollution  can  be  obtained  throughout  the 
town. 


National  Survey  -  Investigation  of  Air  Pollution 

The  results  from  the  two  atmospheric  pollution  stations  in  Worksop  are 
forwarded  each  month  to  the  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of 
Technology  for  inclusion  in  the  National  Survey  on  the  investigation  of  air 
pollution. 

An  annual  summary  table  is  produced  in  connection  with  the  survey,  and 
contains  results  from  all  the  investigation  sites.  It  is  possible,  therefore, 
to  compare  the  results  obtained  in  Worksop  with  comparable  sites  in  other  parts 
of  the  country. 


Deposit  and  Lead  Dioxide  Gauges 

A  private  atmospheric  pollution  recording  station  is  in  use  in  the  Borough 
for  the  purpose  of  monitoring  possible  pollution  from  a  nearby  factory.  The  results 
from  this  station  are  available  to  the  Health  Department, 


Clean  Air  Act,  1968,  Section  6,  Chimney  Heights 

The  heights  of  chimneys  serving  furnaces  are  now  controlled  by  the  1968  Act, 
instead  of  Section  10  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956, 

Section  6  applies  to  chimneys  of  all  furnaces  used  to  burn  pulverised  fuel, 
or  other  solid  matter  at  a  rate  of  1 00  pounds  or  more  an  hour!  or  any  liquid  or 
gaseous  matter  at  a  rate  equivalent  to  ii  millions  British  thermal  units  or  more  an 
hour.  There  is  no  longer  any  exception  for  residences,  shops  or  offices. 

The  control  applies  whens- 

1,  a  new  chimney  is  built  to  serve  a  new  or  existing  furnace; 

2,  a  furnace  served  by  an  existing  chimney  is  enlarged,  i.e,  when  its 

combustion  space  is  increased; 

3,  a  furnace  served  by  an  existing  chimney  is  removed  and  replaced  by 

one  having  a  larger  combustion  space. 

Section  6  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April, 

1969.

WATER 


Daring  the  year  70  samples  of  drinking  water  from  private  and  public 
supplies  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  submitted  for  bacterlolog- 
ican  examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Sheffield. 

At  the  laboratory  the  samples  are  tested  for  the  presence  of  bacterium 
coli  I  (Esch.  coll)  and  for  coliform  bacilli  (coll-aerogenes) .  The  presence  of  the 
former  in  a  supply  indicates  a  possibility  of  pollution  by  sewage  and  Is  naturally 
of  serious  consequence.  Coli-aerogenes  are  found  in  soil  and  dust,  and  in  small 
numbers  are  of  less  significance. 

In  testing  non-chlorinated  supplies,  the  water  is  classified  into  four 
categories;- 

Class  I  -  Excellent  -  No  coli-aerogenes  in  100  ml. 

Class  II  -  Satisfactory  -  i  -  3  "  "  n  n 

Class  III  -  Suspicious  -  4  -  10  "  "  "  " 

Class  IV  -  Unsatisfactory  -  Over  10  "  "  "  H 

The  presence  of  Coli  Type  I  (Esch-  coli)  immediately  places  the  sample 
in  Class  IV.

Note  i  -  Main  piped  supply 

Samples  were  taken  from  taps  at  houses  and  business  premises  throughout 
the  town.  The  one  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  In  the  course  of  routine  sampling. 
Non-faecal  coli  were  isolated,  but  it  is  possible  that  they  were  introduced  at  or 
after  the  time  of  sampling.  A  follow-up  sample  was  satisfactory. 

Note  2  -  Sunnyside  pumping  station 

A  large  part  of  the  water  supply  of  the  Borough  and  the  adjoining  rural 
district  is  obtained  from  boreholes  at  the  Sunnyside  pumping  station.  Since  the 
coming  into  being  of  the  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board,  much  new  equipment 
has  been  installed  with  a  means  of  centralised  control  from  the  Mansfield  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  Board. 

Note  3  ~  Manton  Supply 

This  supply  originates  at  Manton  Colliery  from  where  it  is  pumped  to 
the  Clowne  area  of  the  North  Derbyshire  Whter  Board,  and  to  the  surrounding  estate. 
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The  supply  is  chlorinated  at  source.  During  the  year  extensive  improvements  were 
started  to  the  reserve  tanks  on  the  Clowne  pipeline. 

Note  h  ~  Retford  Supply 

Isolated  premises  in  the  Ranby  area  are  served  by  the  Retford  supply. 

Note  5  ~  Steetley  Supply 

As  with  Manton,  the  colliery  has  its  own  supply.  A  small  number  of 
houses  in  the  vicinity  receive  their  water  from  this  source. 

Note  6  -  Worksop  College 

The  college  has  its  own  borehole  and  chlorination  plant.  This  plant 
was  found  to  be  temporarily  ineffective  when  the  one  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken. 
After  maintenance  further  samples  were  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Note  7  ~  Osberton  Supply 

During  the  month  of  September  a  repetition  occurred  of  the  trouble 
previously  experienced,  when  birds  gained  access  to  the  storage  tower  and  contaminated 
the  water.  This  was  discovered  in  the  course  of  routine  sampling  of  the  main  private 
supplies. 

Extensive  cleaning  and  sterilising  operations  were  done  before  the  storage 
tanks  were  put  back  into  use. 

Note  8  -  Clumber  Supply 

The  estate  is  largely  supplied  from  a  natural  spring  from  which  water  is 
piped  to  storage  tanks.  This  supply  can  now  be  augmented  from  an  outside  source. 

Note  9  -  Manton  Lodge.  Clumber 

Not  all  parts  of  the  estate  are  readily  accessible  to  the  piped  supply, 
and  reliance  is  consequently  placed  on  wells.  Three  samples  were  taken  from  the 
well  serving  Manton  Lodge  to  determine  whether  It  was  still  adequate.  The  results 
proved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  in  the  course  of  taking  the  samples  the  depth  of 
water  was  found  to  be  inadequate.  The  lodge  has  for  some  time  been  unoccupied. 

Note  10  -  Crow-wood  Lodge,  Osberton 

This  house  has  its  own  bore,  which  has  produced  satisfactory  results 
when  sampled. 


Sampling  by  Water  Boards 
North  Derbyshire  Water  Board 

The  Board  reported  on  35  samples  taken  by  its  officers  within  the  Borough. 
These  were  taken  principally  at  the  Manton  chlorinator,  the  Worksop  Golf  Club  and  the 
Sparken  Hill  reservoir.  All  were  satisfactory  except  one  taken  from  the  reservoir 
when  it  was  not  in  use. 


Central  Nottinghamshire  Vfeter  Board 

The  Divisional  Engineer  of  the  Board  reported  on  91  samples  of  water  taken 
from  the  boreholes  and  from  scattered  properties  throughout  the  Borough.  All  were 
bacteriologically  satisfactory. 
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PEST  CONTROL 


Rats  and  Mice 

During  the  year  U5 1  requests  were  received  for  the  services  of  the 
Rodent  Officer  and  his  assistant;,  vino  made  1  ,575  visits  and  inspections,. 

Business  premises  accounted  for  55  of  these  requests,  and  fees  totalling 
£30/1 U/Od.  were  collected  for  this  work. 

In  April  a  treatment  was  carried  out  of  the  sewerage  system  lying 
to  the  south  of  the  canal.  Sixty-seven  manholes,  representing  10%  of  the 
total,  were  tested  with  bait.  Of  these  23  showed  signs  of  having  been 
visited  by  rats.  These  23,  together  with  their  adjoining  manholes,  were 
poison  baited  two  daysiater  using  the  poison,  fluoroacetamide. 

A  further  sewer  test  baiting  was  carried  out  the  following  month, 
this  time  in  the  northern  area,,  including  Shireoaks  and  Rhodesia,  No  bait  was 
taken  from  any  of  the  63  manholes  tested. 

In  November  a  scheme  was  commenced  with  a  view  to  eradicating  rats 
completely  from  a  wide  area  of  agricultural  land  to  the  east  and  north-east  of 
the  Borough,  covering  the  Osberton  estate  and  including  the  land  of  several 
tenant  farmers. 

The  plan  was  devised  by  the  Pest  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  was  based  upon  experience  of  similar 
schemes  undertaken  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  The  active  support  of  the 

farmers  and  of  the  two  other  local  authorities  concerned  was  obtained,  and  an 
area  of  land  apportioned  to  each. 

The  scheme  had  a  two-fold  purposes  firstly  to  kill  all  rats  living 
in  the  area  and  secondly,  by  a  system  of  permanent  baiting,  to  keep  the  area 
free  from  reinfestation  from  outside.  As  a  long-term  aim,  it  was  planned  to 
extend  the  boundaries  of  the  area  so  as  to  include  the  whole  county. 

The  section  allotted  to  the  Borough  rodent  control  staff  consisted 
of  1,000  acres  of  field  and  woodland  bordered  by  the  A57,  A620  and  A1  trunk  roads, 
and  in  a  week  of  very  inclement  weather  every  building  was  inspected  and  every 
hedgerow  walked  along  its  length.  Poison  baiting  was  commenced  a  week  later  and 
judging  from  the  number  of  bodies  found,  a  sharp  reduction  in  the  rat  population 
must  have  been  effected.  Whether  the  whole  aim  of  the  scheme  is  attainable  is 
less  certain,  as  the  heavily  wooded  nature  of  the  terrain  makes  results  difficult 
to  assess. 

Feral  Pigeons 

The  year  under  review  saw  a  narked  reduction  in  the  number  of  feral 
pigeons  in  the  Victoria  Square  area.  By  mid-summer  so  apparent  had  it  become  that 
the  established  pattern  of  settlement  had  been  broken,  that  it  was  no  longer 
considered  necessary  to  maintain  the  trap  in  that  area. 

This  reduction  of  the  truly  feral  flock  was  largely  brought  about  by  the 
use  of  a  portable  trap  in  a  private  yard,  and  by  a  night  visit  to  a  church  tower. 

By  these  means  a  total  of  k2  pigeons,  only  10  of  which  were  ringed,  were  caught  in 
less  than  two  weeks, 

A  further  22  pigeons,  18  of  which  were  ringed  '’fall-outs"  were  later 
trapped  during  the  racing  season  In  the  same  area. 

The  Town  Hall  area  remained  clear  for  the  whole  year.  One  pigeon, 
which  had  been  trapped  there  the  previous  year,  returned  and  was  recaptured. 


Of  the  total  of  65  pigeons  trapped  during  the  years,  36  were  unringed 
birds#  The  remaining  29  were  sent  back  to  their  owners,  most  of  whom  expressed 
their  thanks  for  their  return#  One  such  owner  twice  ma.de  a  i+O-mile  round  trip 
to  collect  his  pigeon,,  but  gave  up  when  it  turned  up  for  a  third  time  in  the  trap. 
Possibly  the  Department  was  being  over-generous  with  the  bait. 


Insects 


The  Department  offers  where  possible  a  free  disinfestation  service  to 
householders  troubled  by  domestic  pests.  During  the  year  166  houses  were  so 
treated,  principally  by  spraying  with  an  appropriate  insecticide.  Of  these  the 
large  majority  were  affected  by  garden  ants  which  had  found  a  source  of  food 
indoors.  By  mid-August,  however,  the  number  of  ant  complaints  became  so 
numerous  that  it  was  reluctantly  decided  to  discontinue  treating  against  them 
except  where  elderly  persons  were  involved.  Instead  householders  were  advised  on 
methods  most  likely  to  rid  their  premises  of  this  pest.

In  view  of  the  increasing  incidence  of  bug  infestations,  particularly  in 
Council  houses,  serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  reintroducing  the  system  of 
checking  houses  prior  to  the  exchange  of  tenants. 

This  system  was  started  in  1958,  when  a  new  tenant,  after  carrying  out 
extensive  redecorations,  discovered  bugs  emerging  from  the  walls  during  a  sudden  warm 
spell.  The  previous  tenant  was  then  traced  and  his  furniture  found  to  be  heavily 
infested. 


During  the  period  of  its  operation,  a  number  of  houses  were  discovered  to 
be  infested  and  were  suitably  treated.  What  was  of  equal  importance  was  the  fact  that 
a  similar  number  of  new  infestations  were  thus  prevented. 

Because  of  staffing  shortages  and  personnel  changes  in  other  Departments, 
however,  this  system  was  curtailed  and  finally  abandoned  some  years  later.  With  this 
situation  now  improved,  it  should  be  possible  to  resume  this  work  and  to  recover  some 
of  the  ground  lost  in  the  last  two  years. 
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The  reduction  in  the  number  of  properties  sprayed  for  ants  -  130 
houses  as  compared  with  226  in  the  previous  year  -  does  not  reflect  any  diminution 
In  the  Incidence  of  what  is  essentially  a  garden  pest.  The  explanation  is  that  so 
many  calls  came  for  assistance  that  it  was  decided  to  limit  activity  in  this  field 
to  giving  advice  and  to  carry  out  treatment  only  where  elderly  occupiers  could  not 
cope.  Not  unnaturally  the  withdrawal  of  this  free  service  was  an  unpopular  act, 
but  it  was  felt  that  the  Health  Department  attendant  could  be  better  employed  in 
other  work,  particularly  when  it  was  found  that  many  of  the  complainants  were 
prepared  to  do  nothing  to  help  themselves. 


Wasps  and  Bees 

During  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September  15  nests  of  wasps  and 
bees  were  destroyed.  Where  complaints  involved  bees,  efforts  were  made  to  avoid 
their  destruction,  and  in  many  instances  occupiers  were  persuaded  to  leave  them 
undisturbed.  Only  when  their  presence  was  causing  great  inconvenience  was  more 
drastic  action  taken. 

In  the  same  period  the  Department  found  itself  acting  as  a  clearing 
house  for  information  as  to  the  whereabouts  or  ownership  of  swarms  of  domestic  bees. 
As  a  result  several  swarms  which  had  settled  in  private  gardens  were  recovered  by 
their  owners. 


Meal  Worm  Beetle 

In  July  four  disassociated  complaints  were  received  of  the  intrusion  into 
livingrooms  by  black  beetles.  These  were  identified  as  meal  worm  beetle  (tenebrio 
molitor)p  the  grub  of  which  is  omnivorous,  prefering  damp,  dark  conditions.  In  each 
case  the  fireplace  had  been  sealed  off  and  a  gas  fire  installed,  and  it  was  surmised 
that  the  trouble  had  arisen  through  birds  building  their  nests  in  the  flues.  The 
droppings  and  other  debris  had  evidently  provided  ideal  breeding  conditions  for  the 
grubs  during  the  long  larval  stage.  Treatment  was  carried  out  with  lindane  smoke 
fumigation.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Psittacosis 


One  confirmed  case  of  psittacosis  “  so-called  parrot  disease  -  was 
reported  from  an  adjoining  authority  with  a  request  that  certain  investigations  be 
carried  out  on  their  behalf. 

The  patient  was  a  youth  with  a  keen  interest  in  pigeons  and  cage-birds. 
On  being  questioned  he  had  recalled  examining  two  parakeets  in  a  Worksop  pet  shop, 
and  the  request  was  made  that  these  birds  be  traced  and  blood  tested. 

This  was  arranged  through  a  local  veterinary  surgeon  with  the  willing 
co-operation  of  their  new  owner,  and  the  birds  were  found  to  be  free  of  that 
infection. 


As  this  disease  is  endemic  in  feral  pigeons  and  can  be  contracted  oy 
the  domestic  variety*,  there  was  a  stronger  possibility  of  this  being  the  source 
of  the  infection. 
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DRAINAGE 


Public  Health  legislation  requires  that  all  repairs,  reconstruction  and 
alterations  to  drains  connected  to  a  sewer,  cesspool,  etc.  shall  be  notified  to  the 
Council  in  order  that  they  may  be  inspected  and  tested  before  being  covered.  This  is 
designed  to  allow  the  authority  to  check  on  any  possible  faulty  workmanship  which 
could  give  rise  to  trouble  at  some  later  date. 

Wherever  possible  all  new  lengths  of  tirain  are  tested  by  subjecting  them 
to  a  water  test.  This  ensures  that  they  are  capable  of  withstanding  reasonable  pressure 
should  they  become  choked. 

Two  further  tests  are  sometimes  applied  to  existing  drainage.  In  one  smoke  is 
pumped  under  pressure  into  the  drain  to  detect  breaks  which  may  be  allowing  the  escape 
of  offensive  smells,  or  through  which  rats  are  finding  their  way  to  the  surface. 

The  other  test  involves  the  use  of  fluorescene  dye  to  trace  the  origin  of  water 
found  seeping  into  cellars. 

During  the  year  158  tests  were  conducted  by  the  Department’s  staff. 

In  the  same  period,  the  Health  Department  attendant  was  called  upon  to  clear 
205  drain  blockages.  This  most  useful  service  Is  given  without  charge  where  several 
houses  are  involved,  so  as  to  avoid  the  unpleasantness  which  any  delay  would  bring.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT.  i960 


One  of  the  less  pleasant  features  of  modern  living  is  the  high  level  of 
noise  to  which  the  urban  public  are  subjected,,  So  continuous  is  this  noise  that 
the  human  ear  tends  to  adjust  itself  to  it  by  becoming  less  sensitive.  Only  when 
the  noise  level  is  sudden  ly  raised  or  a  new  note  is  introduced  into  the  background 
sound  does  discomfort  normally  arise,  and  complaint  is  made. 

During  the  year  complaints  came  from  two  areas  surrounding  new  industrial 
noises.  The  first  complaint  arose  through  the  siting  of  a  compressor  exhaust  near 
to  a  roof  water  downspout.  The  downspout  acted  as  an  amplifier  for  the  sound  in  a 
manner  similar  to  an  organ  pipe,  when  the  exhaust  was  resited  away  from  the  down¬ 
spout,  the  noise  was  considerably  reduced. 

The  second  complaint  was  traced  to  a  worn  bearing  on  an  extractor  fan  motor, 
the  trunking  of  the  exhaust  system  acting  in  a  manner  similar  to  the  previous  case. 
The  company  promptly  serviced  the  motor  and  abated  the  nuisance. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


One  premise  in  the  Borough  is  registered  to  conduct  an  offensive  trade 
under  Section  107  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

These  premises  in  which  hides  and  skins  are  collected,  is  placed, 
unfortunately,  in  a  central  position  in  the  town.  Consequently  care  has  to  be 
taken  in  the  warmer  weather  to  minimise  any  nuisance  from  flies  and  offensive 
smells.  This  is  done  by  the  prompt  salting  of  the  skins,  by  the  quick  removal 
of  waste  fat,  and  the  periodic  spraying  of  the  interior  with  insecticides. 


OFFICES.  SHOPS  and  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT„  1965 

During  1969*  a  total  of  1 78  premises  received  a  general  inspection. 
Together  with  reinspections  of  premises  previously  found  to  show  defects  and 
contraventions  of  the  Actp  249  visits  were  made. 

The  following  summaries  are  taken  from  my  Annual  Report  for  1969 
on  this  subject  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Product ivitys-

Accidents 


Any  accidents  to  employed  persons  on  registered  premises  resulting  in 
death  or  absence  from  work  for  three  or  more  days  must  be  reported  to  the  Health 
Department. 

Investigations  were  made  on  15  reported  accidents  -  all  non-fatal  - 
involving  8  females  and  7  males. 

Mostly  these  accidents  involved  falls9  strains  and  cuts.  Unfortunately 
one  young  man  severed  the  end  of  a  finger  whilst  chopping  meat  on  a  preparation 
block. 


PREMISES  REGISTERED  FOR  HAIRDRESSING 


Before  any  premises  are  used  for  the  business  of  a  hairdresser,  barber 
or  manicurist,  they  must  be  first  licenced  by  the  Council  under  Section  1 55  of 
the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  Act,  1951  for  that  purpose. 

By  the  end  of  1969,  there  were  5k  premises  so  registered  in  the  Borough. 
Four  premises  closed  in  the  year  and  four  came  under  new  management. 

The  byelaws  made  by  the  Council  to  regulate  these  premises  are  directed 
towards  obtaining  hygienic  conditions.  In  practice,  however,  the  competitive 
nature  of  the  trade  ensures  that  to  attract  customers  the  salons  must  have  a  clean 
and  smart  appearance. 
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PET  ANIMALS 


Pet  Animals  Act,,  1951 


Three  premises  are  licensed  under  the  above  Act  to  sell  pet  animals 
in  the  Borough,,  The  definition  of  animals  in  the  Act  embraces  any  description 
of  vertebrate  and  includes  such  pets  as  birds9  fish  and  amphibians. 

Periodic  visits  were  made  to  check  on  the  manner  in  which  pets  were 
kept  and  displayed. 


Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act.  1963 

This  Act  is  designed  to  ensure  that  dogs  and  cats9  placed  in  the  care 
of  any  person  for  a  feep  are  properly  housed  and  catered  for9  and  are  protected 
against  fire  risk  and  infectious  or  contagious  diseases. 

One  establishment  was  licensed  as  boarding  kennels. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT.  l96h 


The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  give  the  police  authorities  greater 
control  of  the  trade  in  scrap  metal  so  as  to  make  more  difficult  the  disposal  of  stolen 
metal.  This  is  achieved  by  registering  all  dealers  and  by  compelling  them  to 
keep  true  records  of  their  purchases  and  sales. 


Once  during  the  year  the  services  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector  were 
required  in  the  Magistrates  Court  to  testify  as  to  the  registration  of  a  person 
prosecuted  under  the  Act  for  failing  to  keep  accurate  records. 

At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  2k  dealers  registered  by  the  Council  under 
the  Act.  These  were  made  up  as  follows?-

In  the  latter  category,  some  abandoned  the  business  when  they  discovered 
that  the  police  insisted  on  proper  records  being  kept*  some  because  of  a  refusal 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social  Security  to  pay  assistance  money  to  persons 
with  an  additional  form  of  income. 

• 

Only  two  companies  were  registered  as  having  scrap  metal  stores.  All 
other  traders  were  registered  under  their  normal  place  of  residence  and  were 
expected  to  operate  on  a  day-to-day  basis. 


TRADE  DESCRIPTIONS  ACT.  1968. 


While  having  no  enforcement  duties  under  this  Act*,  the  Department 
may  act  as  an  intermediary  between  the  complainant,  and  the  County  Council 
Weights  and  Measures  Department. 

One  complaint  was  received  concerning  the  sals  of  dolls  purporting 
to  have  been  made  in  Britain*,  but  which  in  fact  were  of  foreign  origin. 

The  complaint  followed  shortly  after  the  prosecution  of  a  local  shop  and  a 
distributing  company  for  a  similar  offence*,  but  as  the  second  doll  had  been 
purchased  in  the  London  area*,  the  eventual  investigation  was  carried  out  by 
that  authority. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  Borough  is  fortunate  in  having  three  centres  at  which  children  and 
adults  can  learn  to  swim.  These  ares- 

1  .  The  Valley  Road  Sports  Centre  Baths,, 

2.  The  Priorswell  Road  Baths. 

3.  The  Cavendish  School  Baths. 

The  Worksop  College  has  its  own  private  swimming  pool. 


Valley  Road  Sports  Centre  Baths 

The  Centre  was  opened  during  the  period  of  this  report e  the  baths 
attracting  large  numbers  from  the  outset.  To  minimise  the  transfer  of  infections, 
the  baths  are  provided  with  adequate  footbaths  and  an  efficient  chlorination  plant. 
In  the  first  few  weeks  of  opening  there  were  complaints  of  eye  irritations,  but 
this  problem  was  soon  overcome  by  a  correct  balancing  of  the  additives 


Priorswell  Road  Baths 


This  open=air  pool,,  which  is  operated  by  the  Council,  has  been  super¬ 
ceded  to  some  extent  by  the  foregoing  baths.  The  water  is  adequately  filtered 
and  chlorinated,  but  the  design  of  the  pool  does  not  lend  itself  readily  to 
provision  of  foot  baths. 


Cavendish  School  Baths 

Provided  initially  to  teach  children  at  the  campus  and  other  schools  to 
swim,  these  baths  have  also  been  used  for  recreational  purposes  by  various  swimming 
clubs  in  the  evenings. 

The  baths  are  provided  with  a  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  operated 
by  the  caretaker  staff. 

Concern  was  felt  when  complaints  were  received  of  foot  infections  after 
their  use.  In  the  course  of  investigation  it  was  found  that  no  adequate 
disinfectant  footbaths  had  been  incorporated  in  the  original  design.  This 
deficiency  was  reported  to  the  County  Education  Committee  with  a  recommendation 
that  disinfectant  footbaths  be  provided. 
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
